Escapees captured, one killed in Texas manhunt 


STEPHENVILLE, Tex. (AP) - "The 


dogs barked. We threw the light at 
them and we saw the silhouettes. We 
hollered for them to stop. They did not 
and then started running and we 
started firing." 


That's how Jim Ellrnore, a Mineral 


Wells policeman, described the corner- 
ing Monday night of three escaped con- 
victs who had terrorized the ranch 
country of central and west Texas for 
four days. 


One of the three convicts, Richard 


Mangum, 22, was killed in the gunfire 
as law enforcement officers moved in 
to end the bloody rampage that had left 
two dead and five wounded and had 


chased frightened residents from their 
homes. Jerry Ulmer, 22, a convicted 
murderer, and Dalton Williams, 29, the 
third escapee, were arrested. 


Police said the convicts did not re- 


turn the hail of gunfire. 


Mangum was shot in the face, arms 


and body, police said They said Ulmer 
sprained his ankle as officers arrested 
the pair. An ambulance driver said 
that Ulmer was taken to the Step- 
henville police station, where he joined 
Williams. 


The three escaped from the Colorado 


State Prison at Canon City last 
Thursday. They headed at once across 
New Mexico and into Texas to seek re- 


venge against persons who had testi- 
fied to send them to prison 


Those killed in Texas had testified 


against two of the convicts at separate 
trials. Officers said the convicts had 
mentioned the victims to other inmates 
ae objects of revenge before escaping 
from Canon City. 


The victims were Rotan rancher- 


farmer T.L Baker, 65, who had testi- 
fied against Williams in a robbery 
case, and Mrs. Ray Ott, a resident of a 
community near here, who had testi- 
fied against Ulmer. They were shot 
Saturday at their tomes.

Crime rate 
up sharply, 
Saxbe says 


CHICAGO (AP) - 
Atty. Gen. Wil- 


liam B Saxbe said today that crime in 
the United States rose 6 per cent in 1973 
and called the upward trend "harsh, 
bitter and dismaying " 


The nation, he said, "is in deep 


trouble in its effort to reduce crime." 


Saxbe's remarks were in a speech 


prepared for a conference of big-city 
police chiefs. 


"We can now preceive with shocking 


clarity that we have suffered a severe 
setback" in the fight to curb crime. 
Saxbe said 


He noted that the FBI Uniform Crime 


Reports showed that the number of 
crimes reported to police declined 4 per 
cent in 1972, the first drop in 17 years 


According to the FBI figures, the 


crime rate held steady for the first nine 
months of 1973, then soared in the last 
quarter to 16 per cent more than in the 
comparable period of 1972 The FBI fig- 
ures showed a 15 per cent increase for 
the first three months of 1974 


The FBI statistics reflect the number 


of crimes reported to state and local 
police in seven categories — murder, 
rape, assault, robbery, burglary, lar- 
ceny and motor vehicle theft 


The full-year report for 1973 is due 


for release Sept. 6 Saxbe said those 
figures "will show that crime actually 
increased during 1973 by 6 per cent, not 
the 5 per cent that was earlier pre- 
dicted " 


"The fact is that for at least a brief 


period, we have lost our initiative and 
are back on the defensive," he told the 
polite chiefs 


The attorney general expressed di- 


sappointment m the performance of a 


Justice Department agency, the Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance 
Adminis- 


tration 


Noting that LEAA has spent $3 2 bil- 


lion on crime-fighting programs over 
the past six years, he said the agency 
only recently set up a comprehensive 
way of measuring the effectiveness of 
its spending 


Saxbe remarked that LEAA soon will 


get its fifth administrator in six years 
and said, "such turnover hardly en- 
hances efficiency " 


Saxbe said that poverty, the dimin- 


ishing influence of such institutions as 
the church and the family, and the high 
unemployment among urban 
young 


people of racial minorities contribute to 
crime. 


"One lesson is that we are not going 


to solve the crime problem among the 
young, especially in the cities, until 
they are brought into society's main- 
stream," he said. "To do that, a t".sic 
step is to impart educational and em- 
ployment skills — and couple it with 
actual jobs This is not only needed to 
help control crime It is also the de- 
cent, the humanitarian thing to do." 


Saxbe spoke on the opening day of a 


two-day session of police chiefs from 31 
metropolitan areas. The group, known 
as the Major Cities Chief Adminis- 
trators' Conference, was convened at 
the request of FBI Director Clarence 
M Kelley. 


Alarmed by the crime rate increase, 


Saxbe and Kelley quietly arranged the 
session after the attorney general aban- 
doned his preliminary plan for a much 
larger conference in Washington

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Charles Lindbergh buried 


HANA, Hawaii (AP) — Charles A. 


Lindbergh, who sparked worldwide ex- 
citement with his "Lone Eagle" flight 
from New York to Pans in 1927, has 
been buried in a small, seaside grave- 
yard less than eight hours after his 
death. 


The only family members present on 


Monday when the 72-year-old aviation 
hero was buried beside the nondenomi- 
national Kipahulu Hawaiian Church 
were his widow, Anne, and one of the 
five Lindbergh children, Land 


The other four living children of the 


man who flew out of obscurity with an 
epic solo crossing of the Atlantic in a 
single engined plane were too far away 
to fly to Hawaii in time for the service. 


The 
eulogy—part 
of which Lind- 


bergh had written himself — was deliv- 
ered by a young Protestant minister, 
the Rev John Tincher. 


Lindbergh penned these words: 
"We commit the body of General 


Charles A. Lindbergh to its final res- 
ting place, but his spirit we commend 
to Almighty God, knowing that death is 
but a new adventure in existence and 
remembering how Jesus said upon the 
Cross, "Father, into Thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit." 


At his own request. Lindbergh was 


buried in a khaki shirt and dark cotton 
trousers His casket of eucalyptus wood 
was built by cowboys from nearby ran- 
ches 


"The Lone Eagle planned his final 


trip as much as he planned his Atlantic 
trip or anything else he ever did in his 
life," said Dr 
Milton Howell, a long- 


time friend. 


Howell said Lindbergh died of cancer 


of the lymphatic system. The pioneer 
aviator had spent the last eight days of 
his life in Hawaii after a month long 
stay m New York's Columbia-Presby- 
terian Hospital 


"When he knew he could not recover, 


Mr. Lindbergh requested that he be 
taken here from Columbia so he could 
die He had made his vacation home 
here for many years and wanted to die 
here," Howell" said. 


In addition to his widow and Land, 


Lindbergh is survived by sons Jon of 
Washington state and Scott of Paris 
and daughters Reeve of New England- 
and Anne Lindbergh Feydi of Paris 


President Ford, who only last Friday 


had sent Lindbergh a telegram wishing 
him a speedy recovery, said' 


"For a generation of Americans, and 


for millions of other people around the 
world, the 'Lone Eagle' represented all 
that was best in our country — honesty, 
courage and the w i l l to greatness 


"Nearly half a century has passed 


since his courageous solo flight across 
the Atlantic, but the courage and dar- 
ing of his feat will never be forgotten "

But he left in less than two 
years to enroll in a Lincoln, Neb., fly- 


ing school His future was already com- 
mitted to the skies 


In those early days of aviation, Lind- 


bergh served an apprenticeship as a 
wingwalker, barnstormer and a mem- 
ber of a small band of hardy aviation 
pioneers who risked their lives to fly 
the mail He bought his first plane for 
$500. 


Lindbergh was lured into his great 


adventure by a $25,000 Orteig prize for 
the first transatlantic nonstop flight 


from New York to Paris. Others before 
him had flown across the Atlantic, 
though never alone 


With the backing of a St. Louis 


group, Lindbergh supervised construe 
tion of a Ryan airplane, and in the 
misty, drizzling dawn of May 20, 1927, 
he took off from Long Island's Roose- 
velt Field in "The Spirit of St Louis."

Guinea-Bissau first of 
Portugal's free colonies 


ALGIERS (AP) - The first of Portu- 


gal's African colonies to get indepen- 
dence becomes the new nation of 
Guinea-Bissau on Sept. 10 and all Por- 
tuguese troops are to be gone by Oct 
31. 


According to the independence agree- 


ment signed in Algiers on Monday, the 
colonial administration of Portuguese 
Guinea will be replaced by the rebel 
government proclaimed last fall by the 
liberation movement in the West Afri- 
can territory, the African Party for the 
Independence of Guinea and the Cape 
Verde Islands. 


The rebel government is headed by 


Aristides Pereira, 50, who succeeded 
Amilcar Cabral as head of the party af- 
ter Cabral was assassinated in January 
1973. 
Cabral was founder of the liber- 


ation party. 


The independence agreement ending 


four centuries of colonial rule was 
worked out in negotiations held in Lon- 
don and Algiers since May. It was 
signed by Foreign Minister 
Mario 


Scares of Portugal and Maj. Pedro 
Pires, the deputy defense minister in 
the rebel government. 


The agreement proclaimed an imme- 


diate cease-fire in the guerrilla war 
that the rebel movement has been wag- 
ing since 1962. It said that independent 
Guinea-Bissau and Portugal will main- 
tain "a relationship of active cooperatio 
r- particularly in the economic, finan- 


cial, cultural and technical fields — on 
a basis of independence, mutual re- 
spect, equality, reciprocity of interest 
and harmonious relations." 


The agreement does not provide inde- 


pendence for the 275,000 people of the 
Cape Verde islands, an archipelago in 
the Atlantic some 450 miles northwest 
of the Guinea-Bissau coast. But Portu- 
gal said it would hold a self-determina- 
tion referendum on the islands at some 
future date "in accordance with rele- 
vant resolutions of the United Na- 
tions." 


Guinea-Bissau has a population of 


800,000, most of them poor farmers. 
Once the new military regime in Portu- 
gal decided to let the African colonies 
go, Portuguese Guinea was the logical 
choice for a starter since it is of no eco- 
nomic importance to Portugal and has 
few white settlers. 


Portugal's military rulers have also 


promised independence to the other 
two African colonies, Angola and Mo- 
zambique. But negotiations to achieve 
this are certain to be much more diffi- 
cult since both have sizable white popu-

Tax return privacy bill 
criticized as too weak 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A double-bar- 


reled White House plan to keep income 
tax returns from prying politicians is 
running into opposition from Congres- 
sional privacy advocates who say it 
doesn't go far enough. 


A White House official disclosed on 


Monday that the Treasury Department 
was asked to draft legislation that 
would curtail government agencies' ac- 
cess to returns filed with Internal Rev- 
enue Service. A companion executive 
order would keep the President from 
peeking, too. 


Aides to former President Richard 


M. Nixon sought IRS confidential data 
for political purposes, according to evi- 
dence uncovered by the Senate Water- 
gate committee and House Judiciary 
Committee. These disclosures spurred 
attempts to better protect privacy of 
tax returns. 


President Ford's interest in curtail- 


ing access grew out of his pre-presiden- 
tial work on the Domestic Council Com- 
mittee on the Right to Privacy, said a 
White House official. 


But Rep. Jerry L. Litton, D-Mo., said 


the proposed legislation is full of loop- 
holes and the executive order would be 
worth less than a simple promise from 
Ford not to look at the tax returns. 


Litton publicized a Nixon executive 


order last year that authorized the De- 
partment of Agriculture to examine 
farmers' tax returns. The order was re- 
voked by Nixon this year. 


He and Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr., 


R-Conn., a member of the Senate Wa- 
tergate committee, sought approval 
this year for a law that would clamp 
down on access to tax returns, but 
haven't succeeded so far. 


Litton said that three weeks ago, 


Philip Buchen met with him to discuss 
the administration's tax return privacy 
goals "and we pretty much agreed on 
what is needed to be done." 


At that time, Buchen was executive 


director of the Domestic Council pri- 


vacy panel. Now he is White House 
counsel to Ford. 


Litton complained that the original 


administration 
proposal 
has 
grown 


from a few pages to more than 40 as it 
was circulated to different agencies. 


He said it hae been loaded with 


exemptions "to appease every agency 
that wante to keep its access." 


The White House said the proposal 


still is being drafted, and wouldn't 
comment on its details or its expected 
time of completion. 


Litton said the notion of an executive 


order governing the President's access 
to tax returns is absurd because it can 
be changed or revoked by the Presi- 
dent. 


"It would be harder to break a prom- 


ise than change an executive order," he 
said. 


Litton said he also fears the issuance 


of an executive order may be an at- 
tempt to cut support for his bill. 


Litton's bill would permit the Presi- 


dent to seek tax return information 
only in checking an appointee to high 
federal position. And then, he could 
learn only if the person had filed a re- 
turn for the past three years, whether 
the person was d e l i n q u e n t , and 
whether he or she was under investi- 
gation for criminal tax violations. 


The White House said its proposed 


executive order still is being drafted.

Batch plant 
controversy 
unresolved 


An attempt at a compromise solution 


in Appleton's concrete batch plant con- 
troversy was debated to a deadlock in 
the Appleton Plan Commissioft Mon- 
day, after which Mayor James Suther- 
land cast a tie-breaking vote and called 
for more information to resolve the is- 
sue. 


Commissioners were considering a 


resolution by Aid. Edward maloney 
(9th) 
who led constituents of his ward 


to court last spring to oppose installa- 
tion of a temporary concrete plant in a 
residential area for city street con- 
struction work. 


The case was settled out of court, 


with the contractor moving to a differ- 
ent site. 


Maloney proposed requiring a tempo- 


rary-use permit before contractors can 
install a batch plant anywhere in the 
city. 


Public Works Director Robert Miller 


argued that Maloney's suggestion 
would hamper contractors and the city 
in public projects. He proposed instead 
imposing a 200-foot minimum distance 
between any batch plant and an occu- 
pied home, and adding the same re- 
quirement for vehicles, construction 
materials and other temporary struc- 
tures. 


Aid. Jane LaPin (12th) offered a 


compromise between the Miller and 
Maloney proposals after lengthy debate 
on each. She suggested requiring a spe- 
cial-use permit in residential neighbor- 
hoods but imposing the 200-foot dis- 
tance rule in areas zoned for other 
purposes. 


She and Commissioner Lloyd Doerf- 


ler voted for her compromise 
and 


Miller and Commissioner Thomas Lon- 
sway voted against it. The mayor broke 
the tie by voting in opposition, with the 
effect that the issue remains unre- 
solved and still before the commission 
in the form of Maloney's resolution. 


The mayor explained his vote by 


saying he believes tie is known about 
the impact on contractors if the city 
imposes restrictions on sites they can 
use for mixing concrete for municipal 
projects. 


He asked Miller to gather the infor- 


mation. 


Miller predicted that most contrac- 


tors will say their bids would have to 
be higher. Sutherland said the city will 
have to evaluate such claims and de- 
cide whether the contractors 
ques- 


tioned give adequate reasons to back 
their statements. 


Maloney disagreed that restrictions 


would force bids and construction costs 
up. He called such arguments "scare 
tactics." 


He said contractors only want the sit- 


uation clarified and want assurances 
that they "won't run into what they did 
this year" when he and his constituents 
objected to the batch plant near occu- 
pied homes. 


He flatly opposed Miller's 200-foot 


distance rule. Insisting that a special 
use permit should be required, he 
added 
that even 
if he 
supported 


Miller's proposal, the minimum dis- 
tance should be "considerably more 
than 200 feet." 


No one seemed to know how long it 


would take for a contractor to receive a 
permit, but there was agreement it 
would probably take longer than what 
Miller described as a normal bid let- 
ting time of 30 days. Sutherland ob- 
served that a contractor would have to 
obtain the permit before bidding in or- 
der to include costs related to the dis- 
tance from the batch plant to the con- 
struction site in his bid figures. 


The mayor asked Miller to find out 


specifically whether imposing restric- 
tions would affect bid prices and 
whether it might discourage some con- 
tractors 
from 
bidding on Appleton 


projects. The mayor said the questions 
should not be confined to those two, 
however. 


Aid. Glenn Thompson (13th) offered 


two ideas from the sidelines. He sug- 
gested first a total ban on batch plants 
in residential areas, but that was re- 
jected after Maloney said he wanted to 
permit them if the nearest homes are 
far enough away. 


Thompson also proposed that the city 


designate the batch plant sites that 
would be permitted before bids are 
sought. But commissioners were 
unable to decide how the city could find 
locations that would not be objection- 
able or impose extra costs on contrac- 
tors. 


Maloney said his chief concern was 


the owners of residential property 
whose largest single investment is in 
their homes. "We should protect those 
people at all costs," he declared.

Farmers warned 
against pork cut 


BLACK CREEK - 
Pork prices a 


year ago were about $60 per hun- 
dredweight and now have dropped to 
$35-$38 per 100 pounds, but farmers 
who raise hogs should not cut back pro- 
duction too sharply, according to Prof. 
Fred Giesler, Madison, University of 
Wisconsin Extension livestock special- 
ist. 


Giesler spoke Monday at the second 


annual twilight meeting of the Out- 
agamie County Pork Producers Associ- 
ation at the Elwood Raether farm, 
route 1, Black Creek. 


With corn prices likely to increase 


because of crops that are 12 per cent 
below the national production of last 
year, hog producers will face rising 
costs. 


"It's going to mean that we're really 


going to have to cut costs," said Gies- 
ler. 


But he predicted that large supplies 


of beef will be shipped to market, prob- 
ably from February to May, while pork 
production will already have been re- 
duced. 


That could mean 
that after beef 


stocks are cut back the pork market 
will rebound. He cautioned farmers 
against cutting back too far on their 
herds. Those who can weather a time of 
low prices may be able to take advan- 
tage of fising markets after about six 
months, he said. 


He advised farmers to "cull their 


sows to a minimum," but said that in 
the spring of 1975 there may be a "tre- 
mendous" demand for gilts as farmers 
want to expand pork production. 


Some farmers can cut costs this year 


by feeding hay silage to sows, together 


with about two pounds of corn daily 
and a half-pound of feed balancer, he 
said. Cutting costs by feeding the hay 
silage, or baled hay, is better than 
marketing too many sows. "Don't dis- 
perse your total pig operation," he 
said. 


Giesler also urged farmers to de-tail 


pigs since large operators who raise 
market hogs in confinement housing 
prefer de-tailed pigs to reduce tail bit- 
ing. 


He also said farmers should pay 


strict attention to the statistics of rate- 
of-gain and feed conversion statistics to 
determine which breeding stock will 
rear pigs that will grow best on the 
least amount of feed. 


Farmers must cut costs where pos-. 


sible, he said, but they can expect im- 
proved markets during 1975. "The pre- 
diction is pretty bright as far as hogs 
are concerned in 1975. 


If large numbers of beef cattle are 


marketed during early months of 1975, 
the beef price could drop below the 
price of pork which traditionally has 
followed beef prices on national mar- 
kets, he said.

Farmers protest OSHA rules 
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MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Farmers ob- 


jected vigorously Monday to proposed 
federal regulations requiring that farm 
machinery be equipped with special 
safety devices. 


Several farmers expressed indigna- 


tion that their farm habits should be 
subject to approval by bureaucratic in- 
spectors. 


A hearing conducted by the U S. Oc- 


cupational Safety and Health Adminis- 
tration osha was attended by about 275 
farmers, rural leaders, farm equip- 
ment dealers and legislators. 


Farmers said the regulations would 


be too strict and too expensive 


Modern farm machinery already 


meets most of the OSHA demands, but 
tanners would have to "retrofit" older 
machines to comply, they said. 


"We will never submit to young long 


haired college kids from the Depart- 
ment of Labor inspecting our farms 
and slapping us with fines that could 
put us out of business," 
Harold V 


Cobbs, a Lodi farmer, declared

president of the Wisconsin -Power 
Equipment Retailers Association, said 
that less than half his used machines 
can undergo retrofitting 


"This would mean thai $50,000 worth 


(if used equipment would go to the 
scrap pile," he said.

scrapping $10 7 million worth of equip- 
ment, McNall said 


Cobbs said farmers have complied 


with most regulations imposed by the 
government, including those involving 
warning signs on slow moving-vehicles 
on roads, pesticides and safety cages 
around ladders on silos 


"We are accepting most of the safety 


shields which the manufacturers are 
putting on new machines in spite of the 
fact that many of these shields are 
plain nuisances when these same ma- 
chines need to be greased and repaired 
in the field," Cobbs said 


Cobbs maintained that the cost of 


safety shields could exceed the \alue ot 
machinery, exacerbating the exodus of 
farmers off ihe land because they could 
not afford to buy new machines.

Neither Ed Garvey, executive direc- 


tor of the NFL Players Association, nor 
John Thompson, executive director of 
the NFL Management 
Council, the 


owners' bargaining agent, commented 
on what transpired in Monday's 10'/2- 
hour session. 


The NFLPA executive 
committee 


agreed about two weeks ago to Usery's 
suggestion for the cooling-off period, 
wherein veterans 
who had been on 


strike since July 1 returned to their 
training camps to work out and play in 
preseason games while the talks con- 
tinued. 


The 
NFLPA executive 
committee 


said at that time that, if no agreement 
was reached by the end of the morato- 
rium, which deadlines at midnight, 
Wednesday, the veterans 
would be 


called upon to resume the strike and 
man the picket lines once again. 


But four of the 26 teams teams — the 


Baltimore Colts, Buffalo Bills, Cincin- 
nati Bengals and San Diego Chargers 


— have already voted to remain in 
camp, even if the NFLPA calls for a 
strike resumption. 


And it appears that a large number 


of veterans — greater than the more 
than 400 players who crossed picket 
lines before the cooling-off period be- 
gan — will stay in camp, even if the 
NFLPA asks them to leave. 


The NFLPA was scheduled to meet at 


noon, CDT, today to decide the status of 
the coolingoff period, and to decide 
what action to take. 


Usery refused to speculate on what 


effect, if any, the end of the cooling-off 
period would have on the talks, nor how 
long the bargaining would continue. 


But some sources suggested the cur- 


rent round of negotiations will go nc 
further than midnight tonight. 


Usery said Monday it seemed to be 


up to the owners to take the next step 
in ending the strike. "I can't say any- 
thing but it has to be the magnates' 
move next," he commented during a 
break in Monday's session. 


Garvey suggested Monday that the 


NFL regular season, less than three 
weeks away, is not being threatened at 
this time.

College financing 
won't come easily 


(Last in a series of four) 


If you are a veteran, a student with 


superb grades and/or with great finan- 
cial need, there are numerous scholar- 
ships, low-cost student loans and other 
federal aid programs to help you 
through college But what about the 
millions of you who don't rank at the 
top of your class, who haven't served in 
the Armed Forces and whose families 
are in the middle-higher income brack- 
ets? 


Here are answers to questions asked 


most frequently by families facing the 
staggering drain of meeting rising col- 
lege costs for two or more children: 


Q. How do I find the best college loan 


plans'.' 


Canvass lending institutions 


A. You must shop for a college loan 


as you would for a mortgage or any 
other major financing deal. Draw up a 
budget of all your anticipated college 
costs. Check out with vour school's fi- 
nancial aid officer every loan source 
for which you might possibly be eli- 
gible. Then canvass local banks, sav- 
ings associations, other lending institu- 
tions—and don't overlook credit unions 
and pension plans. 


Q. Which is the major government 


program to aid middle-income stu- 
dents? 


A. The Guaranteed Student Loan Pro- 


gram, under which about one million 
students will receive loans in 1974-75. 


Q. Who is eligible for these loans? 
A. Any bona fide student, regardless 


of family income, assuming the loan 
doesn't exceed the cost of schooling and 
is used solely for this purpose. 


However, only a student whose fam- 


ily's adjusted yearly income is less 
than $15,000 (or who otherwise can sub- 
stantiate need) qualifies for a sub- 
sidized loan. In both cases, it's up to 
the student to find a willing lender- 
tough to do in this period. 


Q. How do I start looking for a lend- 


ing agency? 


A. Go to your school's financial aid 


officer for advice. Normally you would 
start with lenders in your home com- 
munity, for many refuse even to con- 
sider applicants with whom they 
haven't an established 
relationship. 


Also, some states make student loans 
directly. So do many colleges, univer- 
sities and vocational schools. 


Q. Will I find it difficult to locate a 


lender? 


Maybe horrendous experience 


A. Very. Tight and horrendously ex- 


pensive credit, brutal competition from 
other higher-yielding types of loans, 
and a rising default rate have slashed 
the funds available for student loans. 


Q. What is the default rate on guar- 


anteed student loans? 


A. About one in 20 defaults each year, 


but the Office of Education predicts the 
number will rise as more loans come 
due. 


Q. I've cut myself off from my 


wealthy parents. Do I qualify for a 
guaranteed student loan? 


A. Probably yes. To be considered for 


aid in your own right, you must meet 
these 
Office 
of Education 
require- 


ments. You must not have lived with ei- 
ther parent for two consecutive weeks

The game of dog fighting 


Cruelty to animals legislation is difficult to write and 


enact. Apparently it is even harder to enforce. 


According to a study made by the New York Times, more 


than 5,000 men are regularly engaged in a particularly 
vicious "sport," that of dog fighting. Although dog fighting 
is not legal in any state in the union and in some states the 
pitting of any aminal against another is specifically unlaw- 
ful, the practice appears to be growing. 


Duncan Wright, executive director of the American Dog 


Owners Association, says that "in the past few years it has 
quadrupled. Ten years ago you wouldn't have organized 
rings, now you do. It's getting bigger and nobody is notic- 
ing." 


It is long past time when people should. According to 


Wright there are two types of organizations involved in dog 
fighting. One handles dogs trained to fight and kill. Cats 
and kittens are used in training the dogs and of course they 
do not survive. The other ring uses untrained large dogs, 
often purebreds, and drugs and cattle prods are used to en- 
courage them to fight. In both cases the animals inflict 
heavy damage upon each other and few survive very long. 
If they are not killed in the ring, they must be destroyed. 


The fights are popular among some species of people for 


one reason because heavy betting accompanies them. As 
much as $90,000 changes hands in one weekend in some 
areas, according to Wright. 


But the real impulse to such an activity is a dreadful 


sickness. No animal except man enjoys inflicting pain upon 
another. Animals in the wild who kill do so for food, sexual 
competition or to defend their young and territory. Often as 
not, only the concession of defeat is needed for the latter. 


But animals to a large extent are at the mercy of man- 


kind and they need protection from the perverted. Law en- 
forcement must do all it can to protect the unwary and the 
exploited just as it must to prevent the same type of per- 
version demonstrated in the homosexual torture and mur- 
der ring in Texas. Those who get their kicks from cruelty 
need help and so do their victims. 


Voc ed masfer plan 


More than a decade after the state legislators resolved 


that the pioneering Wisconsin pattern of vocational schools 
should be expanded to have the support of a state-wide tax 
base and enrollment eligibility without regard to residence 
an acceptable organization pattern has not yet been de- 
vised. 


The original organization law authorized 20 districts. Af- 


ter periodical reshuffling by the state governing board, the 
number was gradually reduced. Today there are 16 dis- 
tricts but it is apparent that a politically acceptable and 
educationally desirable pattern of districting has not yet 
been devised. The legislature acknowledged that reality re- 
cently with the enactment of a law requiring the prepara- 
tion of a final master plan no later than January of 1976. 


The geography of Wisconsin is unfortunate with respect 


to the ideal of equal opportunity for vocational training 
without regard to the domicile of the student and the taxa- 
tion capacity of his district. In the vast spaces of the far 
northern sections of the state there are sparse populations 
and relatively low tax resources. That some form of equal- 
ization is required, even as in the elementary and high 
school programs, is now acknowledged. The tax equal- 
ization process has begun in the present budget at the ini- 
tiative of Gov. Lucey. Preliminary discussions by the state 
Board of Vocational and Adult Education suggest that it 
will ask for considerably more state tax support for the 
next two years to make equal opportunity a reality rather 
than a goal. 


The financial impact of such goals will be severe. But the 


evidence of the need will be ignored only by the indifferent. 
Enrollments continue to rise, even as there is flattening of 
demand for spaces in the classrooms of the state university 
system. Young people and their parents are becoming 
more realistic in their appraisal of career goals and the 
educational foundations required. The liberal arts degree is 
a desirable attainment, but it tends to have less demand in 
the market-place than the certificate of proficiency in an 
immediately productive skill. 


Pressures on the FDA 


A Senate subcommittee has been hearing charges that of- 


ficials of the Food and Drug Administration seem more in- 
terested in okaying products, particularly drugs, than pro- 
tecting the public. 


So far eleven physicians and research workers have testi- 


fied before the Health Subcommittee of the Labor and Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee. All told essentially the same story 
— that they were harassed, intimidated, transferred for 
warning against certain products but that all recommenda- 
tions for approval were unhesitatingly accepted. 


Dr. Gerald Solomons of the University of Iowa said serv- 


ice for the FDA was "one of the most frustrating, embar- 
rassing and degrading experiences I've ever had in my 
medical career." Dr. Carol Kennedy said she had been 
transferred to the dental-surgical section although she is a 
psychiatrist after she opposed recommending a drug for 
use on hyperactive children. Dr. Alice Campbell who 
turned down a circulatory drug for the elderly was given a 
letter of reprimand and also transferred out of her area of 
expertise. In addition, the doctors said there seemed to be 
evidence that their findings were given to the drug com- 
panies for rebuttal but they were not permitted to discuss 
the rebuttals. 


It is quite likely that the FDA is under considerable pres- 


sure from manufacturers to approve substances. It is also 
quite likely that there can be valid differences of opinion 
among physicians and researchers about side effects and 
expected performance of drugs. 


But any suspicion that there is undue influence upon the 


FDA by drug companies or that warnings from experts are 
ignored must be dispelled. The American public has a right 
to know that substances on the market have passed rigor- 
ous testing. It also has the right to be assured that anything 
except such testing has no real influence as to what is 
available.

Attorney general race gets prime attention 


MADISON — The major statewide primary 


election contest, measured by the importance 
of the office involved and the number of com- 
petitors, is the race of four young lawyers for 
the Democratic nomination for attorney gen- 
eral. 


Each of the ambitious contenders is quite 


aware that the prize in the fight is greater than 
winning the office. History has shown that the 
men who have commanded the state Depart- 
ment of Justice continued to rise. Republican 
Atty. Gen. Robert Warren is now headed for a 
lifetime federal judgeship. He will be a col- 
league of Judge John W. Reynolds whose ca- 
reer started a few years earlier with election as 
attorney general that in turn led to the gover- 
norship. 


The majority of other predecessors in the of- 


fice in this century found it a uniquely effective 
ladder to higher political place. 


Thomas Jacobson, Anthony Earl, Bronson 


LaFollette and Edward Nager, the four Demo- 
cratic aspirants, are not running as widely 
known or distinguished lawyers. They are poli- 
ticians on the rise, they hope. They are reach- 
ing for the next most desirable place in the up- 
per levels of politics below the governoship or a 
seat in the U. S. Senate. 


That is not to denigrate them. The attorney 


general does not usually try his own cases. In- 
deed, in modern times the head of the office 
has tended to concentrate on administration of 
a legal services department that has probably 
quadrupled in manpower, work volume, and 
duties prescribed by law during the last dec- 
ade. With a staff of perhaps 500, most of them 
involved in law enforcement rather than legal 
counseling, the man who heads the office has 
one of the most demanding roles in govern- 
ment. 


Among the prognosticators, who tend to feed 


on their mutual speculations, the conventional 
assumption is that Earl is the favorite for the 
biggest prize in his party that is up for grabs 
this year. Such ranking has a certain plausibi- 
lity, if only because he is likely to have more 
money at his command than his competitors 
and perhaps more than their resources com- 
bined. 


The endorsement of the AFL-CIO is a potent 


element in Democratic primary voting — and 
this year the union is putting its organization's 
money behind its recommendation. It appears 
unlikely that any of the Earl rivals will ap- 
proach him in funding. 


Most difficult to appraise is the candidacy of 


Bronson LaFollette, whose two terms in the of- 


fice earlier would surely be an effective argu- 
ment if he had the resources to remind the vot- 
ers of his background. LaFollette, moreover, 
could also comment wryly that if he had not 
consented against his own instincts to run for 
governor in 1968 he might have continued in of- 
fice as the state's head lawyer. 


Observers have mostly concluded that Ed 


Nager is running behind his rivals, in part be- 
cause of lack of recognition that to some degree 
relates to an inadequate budget, but basically 
because he has not yet attained more than 
neighborhood stature in the Madison liberal 
community. 


If plucky Tom Jacobson reflects ruefully on 


the quickly altered allegiances in intraparty 
politics he has good reason. Four years ago he 
made the run for his party, when volunteers 
were not so abundant. He campaigned hard. It 
is reasonable to suppose that his efforts helped 
others on the ticket, led by Patrick Lucey, to 
their victories. 


He was quite aware that Atty. Gen. Warren 


would be hard to topple but he chose to make 
an investment that might return profit at an- 
other time. But now that the prize is within 
grasp for his party he finds himself ignored as 
the underdog.

U.S. steps in 
when states fail 


Speaking of state legislatures, as I 


was yesterday, reminded me of Sen. 
Henry Jackson's comment at the open- 
ing session of an International Envi- 
ronmental Symposium at Expo '74 in 
Spokane. 


He warned that "the states have 


failed to do the job" in land use, and 
that the federal government may have 
to enact zoning laws by the end of this 
decade, to protect the environment and 
enforce sensible land use policies. 


We are fond of expostulating against 


"federal encroachment" on state and 
local authority, but how much of this 
"encroachment" is due to the unwil- 
lingness of state governments to take 
strong and decisive action on important 
matters? 


During the Depression, state and lo- 


cal bodies did absolutely nothing to 
stem the economic slide; the national 
government stepped in to fill a vac- 
uum; and once in, of course, it never 
got out again. It gained authority by 
default, not by contest: local govern- 
ments were all too happy to have Wash- 
ington bail them out. 


We now seem to be repeating envi- 


ronmentally what happened economic- 
ally 40 years ago—states are failing to 
take the initiative in planning for rea- 
sonable land use, and so the federal 
government will be encouraged to step 
in again and extend its already bloated 
domain. 


I agree with the conservatives that 


everything that can be done at a 
smaller level of government should be 
done by it, and only those tasks it can- 
not rightfully perform should be dele- 
gated to the next higher level. But what 


if the lower level abdicates its author- 
ity, goes on merrily ignoring these 
problems until they mount up, and 
then appeal to a higher body to sand- 
bag the menacing flood? 


Between now and the year 2000, Jack- 


son estimated, the U S. must build 
again as much as we have built sinee 
we became a country. How can we do 
this—even a part of this —in a quarter 
of a century, if the states themselves do 
not shake off the advocates of special 
privilege and proceed to create land 
use plans that will benefit all the 
people? 


We have seen, in state after state and 


county after county, how the boards 
and legislative bodies are (sometimes 
corruptly) responsive to builders and 
contractors and road-makers far more 
than to the ordinary unorganized citi- 
zenry, who find out only after it is too 
late that the land they loved is now des- 
tined to be a Chicken Lickin' Palace of 
Delight or a Hamburger Heaven with 
120 trailers parked in the rear. 


If local units did their jobs properly 


and effectively, in many cases there 
would be no excuse for federal inter- 
ference (and little need for federal 
help). We have yet to learn that nature 
abhors a vacuum in social matters as 
much as in physical matters.

Joseph Kraft 
Ford's problems 
in foreign affaris

The Cyprus issue is not, as some 


imagine, an irrelevant nuisance which 
serves only to mar the debut of Presi- 
dent Ford. On the contrary, it reflects 
in small the large problem which heads 
the foreign policy agenda for the whole 
Ford administration. That is the mat- 
ter of reknitting relations with this 
country's friends and allies, notably in 
Europe. 


At the root of the problem is a dra- 


matic waning of the cold war. The Eu- 
ropean allies are no longer afraid of So- 
viet aggression. 


China has entered the world system 


and virtually abandoned revolutionary 
subversion. There is an easing of pres- 
sure on regimes in Asia, the Near East, 
Africa and Latin America. In effect, 
the confrontation which gave shape to 
world politics in the postwar era has 
dissolved and there is now no dominant 
structure in world affairs. 


The absence of structure defines the 


new perils to international security. 
Probably the most immediate threat to 
security all over the world arises from 
antagonism between countries once 
linked by their mutual security ar- 
rangements with the United States- 
Greece and Turkey, India and Pakis- 
tan, and Israel and the Arab states. 


The second most immediate danger 


lies in the winding down of author- 
itarian regimes sustained in the past 
by the United States as a part of th 
anti-Communist cause. 
Countries in 


Europe (Spain, Portugal and Greece), 
Africa (Ethiopia and Morocco), Latin 
America (Paraguay and Brazil) and 
the Far East (South Vietnam and South 
Korea) all fit that category. 


Competition for status between this 


country and its friends also has ne- 
farious effects. Even the easing of ten- 
sion with the Communist world can 
only be managed safely in the context 
of cooperation 
between 
the 
United 


States and its friends. A bidding for the 
favors of Moscow makes detente dan- 
gerous. 


Finally, there is inflation. It is in 


large measure an international issue— 
the biggest spur comes from the hike 
in oil prices by the cartel of producing 
countries. Next there is the food short- 
age, and after that the bidding up of 
other commodities in the international 
marketplace. Unless the main trading 
countries cooperate in managing their 
economies, the effort to check inflation 
will either fail or, worse, lead by a con- 
catenation of deflationary measures to 
a spreading world recession. 


No rule book exists for reviving 


friendly and allied relationships. But a 
couple of important lessons may be 
learned from the failure to fulfill the 
promise of what, in 1973, Secretar7 of 
State Henry Kissinger called the year 
of Europe. 


For one thing, military security can- 


not be the handle. The Europeans and 
Japanese did not respond last year, nor 
will they in the future, merely because 
the United States intimates that they 
may be in danger. Rightly or wrongly, 
no one is scared anymore. The appeal 
has to be based on political coopera- 
tion, not on a covert threat to security. 


Secondly, no progress can be made 


against the grain of internal politics. 
President Georges Pompidou of France 
stood to gain politically by a show of 
spitting in the American eye. Prime 
Minister Edward Heath in Britain and 
Chancellor Willy Brandt in West Ger- 
many preferred the wrath of Washing- 
ton to the wrath of Paris. In Japan, 
Kakuei Tanaka apparently calculated 
that his best interest was to show that 
he did not need American patronage to 
cut deals with China and Russia. 


Now there's an unmistakable change. 


Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, a strong 
leader who is more American than the 
Americans in his approach to security 
and inflation, has become the decisive 
figure in Europe. The new leaders in 
France and Britain —Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing and Harold Wilson—do not 
have complexes about their relations 
with Washington. Rampant inflation, 
not to mention a poor showing at the 
polls, should presumably have taught 
Mr. Tanaka a lesson. 


Conditions, in other words, are far 


better now than they were last y^ar. 


The important thing is to find an occa- 
sion for beginning the reknitting. Pre- 
sumabli it will have to come after the 
elections this November. Almost cer- 
tainly it should precede further steps 
toward detente with the Communist 
world. 


Perhaps the right vehicle could be a 


visit abroad by the new President. An 
even better opportunity probably will - 
.come when the foreign leaders begin 
to pay their calls on Mr. Ford. For this 
time the state visits will not be pure 
formalities. There is critical work to be 
done in rebuilding harmonious rela- 
tionships, and that work ought to be the 
central foreign policy objective of the 
Ford administration.

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STEPHENVILLE, Tex. (AP) - "The 


dogs barked. We threw the light at 
them and we saw the silhouettes. We 
hollered for them to stop. They did not 
and then started running and we 
started firing." 


That's how Jim Ellmore, a Mineral 


Wells policeman, described the corner- 
ing Monday night of three escaped con- 
victs who had terrorized the ranch 
country of central and west Texas for 
four days. 


One of the three convicts, Richard 


Mangum, 22, was killed in the gunfire 
as law enforcement officers moved in 
to end the bloody rampage that had left 
two dead and five wounded and had 


chased frightened residents from their 
homes. Jerry Ulmer, 22, a convicted 
murderer, and Dalton Williams, 29, the 
third escapee, were arrested. 


Police said the convicts did not re- 


turn the hail of gunfire. 


Mangum was shot in the face, arms 


and body, police said. They said Ulmer 
sprained his ankle as officers arrested 
the pair. An ambulance driver said 
that Ulmer was taken to the Step- 
henville police station, where he joined 
Williams. 


The three escaped from the Colorado 


State Prison at Canon City last 
Thursday. They headed at once across

fied to send them to prison. 


Those killed in Texas had testified 


against two of the convicts at separate 
trials. Officers said the convicts had 
mentioned the victims to other inmates 
ae objects of revenge before escaping 
from Canon City. 


The victims were Rotan 
rancher- 


farmer T.L. Baker, 65, who had testi- 
fied against Williams in a 
robbery 


case, and Mrs. Ray Ott, a resident of a 
community near here, who had testi- 
fied against Ulmer. They were shot 
Saturday at their tomes.

The five others were wounded by the 


convicts as they stole cars and fired in- 
discriminately at groups of people 
while being chased up and down farm 
roads.

hunt in the rugged ranchland for the 
three, but the convicts eluded the 
nearly 200 pursuing officers for two 
days. Monday morning, a policeman 
spotted them through binoculars as 
they walked along a creek. 


Ellmore said he and three other offi- 


cers were in a car when they heard 
dogs barking from a house beside the 
road. 


"It sounded like the dogs might be 


chasing someone," he said. The officer 
said a spotlight was directed at the 
house. 


"That's when we saw three figures 


near the side of the house," he said. 


Officer Richard Trail of Kastland 


said, "One of the officers threw his 
spotlight on the suspects, and the sus- 
pects were advised to halt Instead they 
broke and ran, and we started shoot- 
ing."

Crime rate 
up sharply, 
Saxbe says 
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CHICAGO (AP) - 
Atty. Gen. Wil- 


liam B. Saxbe said today that crime in 
the United States rose 6 per cent in 1973 
and called the upward trend "harsh, 
bitter and dismaying." 


The nation, he said, "is in deep 


trouble in its effort to reduce crime." 


Saxbe's remarks were in a speech 


prepared for a conference of big-city 
police chiefs. 


"We can now preceive with shocking 


clarity that we have suffered a severe 
setback" in the fight to curb crime, 
Saxbe said. 


He noted that the FBI Uniform Crime 


Reports showed that the number of 
crimes reported to police declined 4 per 
cent in 1972, the first drop in 17 years. 


According to the FBI figures, the 


crime rate held steady for the first nine 
months of 1973, then soared in the last 
quarter to 16 per cent more than in the 
comparable period of 1972. The FBI fig- 
ures showed a 15 per cent increase for 
the first three months of 1974. 


The FBI statistics reflect the number 


of crimes reported to state and local 
police in seven categories — murder, 
rape, assault, robbery, burglary, lar- 
ceny and motor vehicle theft. 


The full-year report for 1973 is due 


for release Sept. 6. Saxbe said those 
figures "will show that crime actually 
increased during 1973 by 6 per cent, not 
the 5 per cent that was earlier pre- 
dicted." 


"The fact is that for at least a brief 


period, we have lost our initiative and 
are back on the defensive," he told the 
police chiefs 


The attorney general expressed di- 


sappointment in the performance of a 


Justice Department agency, the Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance Adminis- 


tration. 


Noting that LEAA has spent $3.2 bil- 


lion on crime-fighting programs over 
the past six years, he said the agency 
only recently set up a comprehensive 
way of measuring the effectiveness of 
its spending. 


Saxbe remarked that LEAA soon will 


get its fifth administrator in six years 
and said, "such turnover hardly en- 
hances efficiency." 


Saxbe said that poverty, the dimin-

Lindbergh, who sparked worldwide ex- 
citement with his "Lone Eagle" flight 
from New York to Pans in 1927, has 
been buried in a small, seaside grave- 
yard less than eight hours after his 
death. 


The only family members present on 


Monday when the 72-year-old aviation 
hero was buried beside the nondenomi- 
national Kipahulu Hawaiian Church 
were his widow, Anne, and one of the 
five Lindbergh children, Land. 


The other four living children of the 


man who flew out of obscurity with an 
epic solo crossing of the Atlantic in a 
single engined plane were too far away 
to fly to Hawaii in time for the service. 


The eulogy—part 
of which Lind- 


bergh had written himself — was deliv- 
ered by a young Protestant minister, 
the Rev. John Tincher. 


Lindbergh penned these words: 
"We commit the body of General 


Charles A. Lindbergh to its final res- 
ting place, but his spirit we commend 
to Almighty God, knowing that death is 
but a new adventure in existence and 
remembering how Jesus said upon the 
Cross. "Father, into Thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit." 


At his own request, Lindbergh was 


buried in a khaki shirt and dark cotton 
trousers His casket of eucalyptus wood 
was built by cowboys from nearby ran- 
ches. 


"The Lone Eagle planned his final 


trip as much as he planned his Atlantic 
trip or anything else he ever did in his 
life," said Dr. Milton Howell, a long- 
time friend. 


Howell said Lindbergh died of cancer 


of the lymphatic system. The pioneer 
aviator had spent the last eight days of 
his life in Hawaii after a month long 
stay in New York's Columbia-Presby- 
terian Hospital. 


"When he knew he could not recover, 


Mr. Lindbergh requested that he be 
taken here from Columbia so he could 
die. He had made his vacation home 
here for many years and wanted to die 
here," Howell said. 


In addition to his widow and Land, 


Lindbergh is survived by sons Jon of 
Washington state and Ccott of Paris 
and daughters Reeve of New England- 
and Anne Lindbergh Feydi of Paris. 


President Ford, who only last Friday 


had sent Lindbergh a telegram wishing 
him a speedy recovery, said: 


"For a generation of Americans, and 


for millions of other people around the 
world, the 'Lone Eagle' represented all 
that was best in our country — honesty, 
courage and the will to greatness.... 


"Nearly half a century has passed 


since his courageous solo flight across 
the Atlantic, but the courage and dar- 
ing of his feat will never be forgotten."

shredder passed its first state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources test Monday 
and county officials were assured that 
there should not be any problem in get- 
ting the facility licensed to operate. 


Representatives of the DNR, led by 


John Reinhardt, head of the DNR's 
solid waste section, conducted a two- 
hour inspection of the plant and indi- 
cated there was little more than com- 
pleting paper work for licensing. 


The major problem 
remaining is 


finding a place to put the shredded re- 
fuse once the plant goes into full oper- 
ation after the license is issued. 


The county has been given the okay 


to use Appleton's Mackville site until 
Oct. 1, when that license expires, and 
negotiations are still in progress for 
the use of James Lehrer's landfill in 
the Town of Buchanan. However, 


County Planner Robert Stadel said he 
does not see any possible way for state 
approval to be received by Oct. 1. 


Stadel said he has written the DNR 


asking for a 90-day extension of Apple- 
ton's permit at 
Mackville, and en- 


dorsed 90-day extension requests filed 
by the towns of Maine, Dale, Greenville 
and Bovina. Those towns have orders to 
close their landfills on Sept. 15 and had 
approached the county to handle their 
solid waste. 


Meanwhile, the engineering firm of 


Donohue and Associates of Sheboygan, 
which had been hired by the county to 
do engineering studies on 
possible 


landfill sites, has now been directed to 
do soil tests at the county airport. 


Stadel said that if the test results are 


positive the zoning committee would 
then formally apply to the Federal 
Aviation Administration and state Divi- 
sion of Aeronautics for approval to de- 
velop the landfill site. Preliminary soil 


borings taken by the county several 
months ago indicated that the soil 
would be good for landfill purposes.' 
The proposed site is in the northwest 
corner of the airport. 


Stadel said the state officials in- 


spected the plant for safety factors, 
maintenance program, cleanup proce- 
dures, rodent control, fencing and gen- 
eral operating procedures. He said they 
would now review the total proposed 
solid waste program before issuing the 
permit.

strike law, he said. 


Several board representatives called 


for revising the minimum school days 
law if strikes were legalized to main- 
tain a bargaining power balance. They 
said the schools should be able to re- 
ceive pro-rated state aids if they don't 
meet the 180-day minimum, rather 
than chance losing all aids. 


Teachers must face the possible in- 


come loss when they strike, as private 
industry employes do, some speakers 
said. 


George Tipler, Winneconne, execu- 


tive secretary of WASB, said that orga- 
nization favored a stronger WERC in- 
volvement, but said it opposed strikes, 
especially in schools. 


"The damage caused by strikes in 


the private sector is primarily done to 
the employer while the damage caused 
in the public sector is to students, pub- 
lic and employer," he said. 


David Weber, Wausau, president of 


the Wisconsin Taxpayers Conference, 
said there was a need for an inhibiting 
factor on public employes. He noted 
that fines had worked. 


He also said the conference favored 


going to the taxpayers for above-nor- 
mal increases, such as those caused by 
high negotiated salary settlements. 


Gerald 
Skaar, Wisconsin Rapids, 


president of the Wisconsin Secondary 
School Administrators Association, 
said the group opposing the "adver- 
sary" relationship of the bargaining 
process, feeling that the trauma of it 
was "not in the best interest of the stu- 
dents." The lack of maturity on all 
fronts created 
long-held animosities 


that are harmful, he said.

An attempt at a compromise solution 


in Appleton's concrete batch plant con- 
troversy was debated to a deadlock in 
the Appleton Plan Commissioa Mon- 
day, after which Mayor James Suther- 
land cast a tie-breaking vote and called 
for more information to resolve the is- 
sue. 


Commissioners were considering a 


resolution by Aid. Edward maloney 
(9th) who led constituents of his ward 
to court last spring to oppose installa- 
tion of a temporary concrete plant in a 
residential area for city street con- 
struction work. 


The case was settled out of court, 


with the contractor moving to a differ- 
ent site. 


Maloney proposed requiring a tempo- 


rary-use permit before contractors can 
install a batch plant anywhere in the 
city. 


Public Works Director Robert Miller 


argued that Maloney's suggestion 
would hamper contractors and the city 
in public projects. He proposed instead 
imposing a 200-foot minimum distance 
between any batch plant and an occu- 
pied home, and adding the same re- 
quirement for vehicles, construction 
materials and other temporary struc- 
tures. 


Aid. Jane LaPin (12th) offered a 


compromise between the Miller and 
Maloney proposals after lengthy debate 
on each. She suggested requiring a spe- 
cial-use permit in residential neighbor- 
hoods but imposing the 200-foot dis- 
tance rule in areas zoned for other 
purposes. 


She and Commissioner Lloyd Doerf- 


ler voted for her compromise 
and 


Miller and Commissioner Thomas Lon- 
sway voted against it. The mayor broke 
the tie by voting in opposition, with the 
effect that the issue remains unre- 
solved and still before the commission 
in the form of Maloney's resolution. 


The mayor explained his vote by 
i 


saying he believes tie is known about 
the impact on contractors if the city 
; 


imposes restrictions on sites they can 
use for mixing concrete for municipal 
projects. 


He asked Miller to gather the infor- 


mation. 


Miller predicted that most contrac- 


tors will say their bids would have to 
be higher. Sutherland said the city will 
have to evaluate such claims and de- 
cide whether the contractors ques- 
tioned give adequate reasons to back 
their statements. 


Maloney disagreed that restrictions 


would force bids and construction costs 
up. He called such arguments "scare 
tactics." 


He said contractors only want the sit- 


uation clarified and want assurances 
that they "won't run into what they did 
this year" when he and his constituents 
objected to the batch plant near occu- 
pied homes. 


He flatly opposed Miller's 200-foot 


distance rule. Insisting that a special 
use permit should be required, he 
added 
that even if he supported 


Miller's proposal, the minimum dis- 
tance should be "considerably 
more 


than 200 feet." 


No one seemed to know how long it 


would take for a contractor to receive a 
permit, but there was agreement it 
would probably take longer than what 
Miller described as a normal bid let- 
ting time of 30 days. Sutherland ob- 
served that a contractor would have to 
obtain the permit before bidding in or- 
der to include costs related to the dis- 
tance from the batch plant to the con- 
struction site in his bid figures. 


The mayor asked Miller to find out 


specifically whether imposing restric- 
tions would affect bid prices and 
whether it might discourage some con- 
tractors 
from 
bidding on Appleton 


projects. The mayor said the questions 
should not be confined to those two, 
however. 


Aid. Glenn Thompson (13th) offered 


two ideas from the sidelines. He sug- 
gested first a total ban on batch plants 
in residential areas, but that was re- 
jected after Maloney said he wanted to 
permit them if the nearest homes are 
far enough away. 


Thompson also proposed that the city 


designate the batch plant sites that 
would be permitted before bids are 
sought. But commissioners were 
unable to decide how the city could find 
locations that would not be objection- 
able or impose extra costs on contrac- 
tors. 


Maloney said his chief concern was 


the owners of residential property 
whose largest single investment is in 
their homes. "We should protect those 
people at all costs," he declared.

Farmers warned 
against pork cut 


BLACK CREEK - 
Pork prices a 


year ago were about $60 per hun- 
dredweight and now have dropped to 
$35-$38 per 100 pounds, but farmers 
who raise hogs should not cut back pro- 
duction too sharply, according to Prof. 
Fred Giesler, Madison, University of 
Wisconsin Extension livestock special- 
ist. 


Giesler spoke Monday at the second 


annual twilight meeting of the Out- 
agamie County Pork Producers Associ- 
ation at the Elwood Raether farm, 
route 1, Black Creek. 


With corn prices likely to increase 


because of crops that are 12 per cent 
below the national production of last 
year, hog producers will face rising 
costs. 


"It's going to mean that we're really 


going to have to cut costs," said Gies- 
ler. 


But he predicted that large supplies 


of beef will be shipped to market, prob- 
ably from February to May, while pork 
production will already have been re- 
duced. 


That could mean that after beef 


stocks are cut back the pork market 
will rebound. He cautioned farmers 
against cutting back too far on their 
herds. Those who can weather a time of 
low prices may be able to take advan- 
tage of fising markets after about six 
months, he said. 


He advised farmers to "cull their 


sows to a minimum," but said that in 
the spring of 1975 there may be a "tre- 
mendous" demand for gilts as farmers 
want to expand pork production. 


Some farmers can cut costs this year 


by feeding hay silage to sows, together 


with about two pounds of corn daily 
and a half-pound of feed balancer, he 
said. Cutting costs by feeding the hay 
silage, or baled hay, is better than 
marketing too many sows. "Don't dis- 
perse your total pig operation," he 
said. 


Giesler also urged farmers to de-tail 


pigs since large operators who raise 
market hogs in confinement housing 
prefer de-tailed pigs to reduce tail bit- 
ing. 


He also said farmers should pay 


strict attention to the statistics of rate- 
of-gain and feed conversion statistics to 
determine which breeding stock will 
rear pigs that will grow best on the 
least amount of feed. 


Farmers must cut costs where pos-. 


sible, he said, but they can expect im- 
proved markets during 1975. "The pre- 
diction is pretty bright as far as hogs 
are concerned in 1975. 


If large numbers of beef cattle are 


marketed during early months of 1975, 
the beef price could drop below the 
price of pork which traditionally has 
followed beef prices on national mar- 
kets, he said.

ATHENS, Greece (AP) - United Na- 


tions peacekeeping troops will appar- 
ently be allowed to remain in the Tur- 
kish-controlled part of Cyprus, U.N. 
Secretary -General Kurt Waldheim indi- 
cated today 


Arriving here from talks with Tur- 


kish leaders in Ankara, Waldheim told 
newsmen: "I have discussed this prob- 
lem with the Turkish government and 
they have not requested me to with- 
draw our troops from Turkish-held 
areas." 


Senior U.N officers in Nicosia com- 


plained last week they were under 
mounting pressure to pull out of north- 
ern Cyprus. They said Turkish troops 
were driving U.N. troops out of their 
positions, often under threat of force, 
and were blocking U.N. convoys with 
food and medicine for Greek Cypriots 
marooned in the Turkish zone. 


Waldheim met for two hours with 


Premier Constantine Caramanlis and 
Foreign Minister George Mavros and 
reported afterward that there was still 
a "considerable gap" in the positions 
of the Greeks and Turks toward re- 
sumption of negotiations. 


"More efforts are necessary to bring 


them closer," Waldheim said. 


The secretary-general's second visit 


to the Greek leaders completed his 
fact-finding tour of the capitals of 
Greece, Turkey and Cyprus. He was 
flying back to New York via London to 
discuss his findings with the British, 
who with the Greeks and Turks are the 
guarantors 
of the 
independence of 


Cyprus under the island's treaty of in- 
dependence. 


Waldheim said he had found "there 


is a wish with all the governments con- 
cerned to reach a negotiated settlement 
and to avoid hostilities." 


He described his discussions in An- 


kara with Premier Bulent Ecevit and 
Foreign Minister Turan Gunes as 
"careful and fruitful." 


While in Cyprus, Waldheim brought 


the heads of the Greek and Turkish 
Cypriot communities together for their 
first meeting since the breakdown of 
peace negotiations in Geneva Aug. 14. 


President 
Glafcos derides, the 


Greek Cypriot leader, and Vice Presi- 
dent Rauf Denktash, the head of the 
Turkish Cypriot minority, limited their 
discussion to the problem of refugees 
displaced by the war. They agreed to 
meet every Monday to discuss "huma- 
nitarian problems." 


Waldheim said the meeting was "a 


step forward — a limited step." But he 
said such talks could eventually lead 
toward "a lasting solution, a lasting 
peace in Cyprus." 


Meanwhile: 
The Greek government handed the 


Soviet ambassador its formal accept- 
ance of Moscow's proposal for an 18-na- 
tion conference on Cyprus. The partici- 
pants would include the 15 members of 
the U.N. Security Council and Greece, 
Turkey and Cyprus. 


The U.S. State Department said the 


"creation of another forum would not 
be useful" but promised to consider 
any proposal to move negotiations for- 
ward that is acceptable to all parties. 


Greek sources reported that Turkish 


troops on the GreekTurkish border 
fired several bursts of machine-gun 
fire at a Greek outpost Monday. The 
Greeks did not return the fire, and 
there were no casualties, the sources 
said. 


Arabs investing 
billions in Britain 


KUWAIT (AP) - 
Final 
arrange- 


ments are being worked out for Kuwait 
to invest $1.8 billion in British govern- 
ment bonds, Finance Ministry sources 
said today. 


The transaction is expected to help 


stabilize the pound sterling and offset 
British fears of a massive flow of Arab 
oil money from Europe to the United 
States, they said. 


Abu Dhabi, another Arab oil state on 


the Persian Gulf, also plans a sizable 
investment 
in British bonds, 
the 


sources said, but they did not say how- 
much it would be. 


The Arab press reported earlier that 


Kuwait has begun channeling about 
$115 million in oil money into British 
investments and has asked the Bank of 
England for guidelines. 


Asked to comment on the Finance 


Ministry report, a British treasury 
spokesman in London said that in prin- 
ciple such an investment would be wel- 
come. But details of such a deal, if one 
were in the works, would be kept se- 
cret, he added 


Banking sources in London said ear- 


lier this month that the Arab oil states 
had begun shifting massive amounts of 
money from investments in Britain to 
U.S. enterprises because of concern 
over the foundering British economy. 


Britain has suffered a $7 billion loss 


in world trade this year, but the British 
banking sources said Arab investments 
had kept the pound from plummeting. 
Most of the Arab money was said to be 
in short-term investments that could be 
shifted quickly.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A despondent 


young Army private planned to crash 
his stolen helicopter into the White 
House to climax a two-hour aerial esca- 
pade last February, but "chickened 
out" at the last moment, a military 
court has been told. 


Testifying as a defense witness, Se- 


cret Service Agent Donald J. Lawton 


Preston 


also said Pvt. Robert K. Preston, 20, 
looked as if "life had just walked over 
him" and that Preston had said he 
"wanted to go out in style." 


Lawton questioned Preston shortly 


after he landed the helicopter on the 
White House lawn Feb. 17, capping a 
pre-dawn adventure in which he also 
buzzed the Washington Monument and 
U.S. Capitol. 


Preston, of Panama City, Fla., has 


pleaded guilty to charges stemming 
from episode that began when he pi- 
rated the helicopter from Fort Meade 
Md. 


Preston told military Judge Col. Ken- 


neth A. Howard that he was angry at 
the Army for flunking him out of flight 
school and depressed 
over troubles 


with his girlfriend. "I wanted to get up 
and fly and get behind the controls," 
Preston told the judge. "It would make 
me feel better because I love flying." 


In accordance with a pretrial agree- 


ment between defense and prosecution, 
Preston pleaded guilty to wrongful ap- 
propriation and breach of the peace, 
charges that carry a maximum sen- 
tence of two and one-half years hard la- 
bor and a dishonorable discharge. A 
jury of four officers and four enlisted 
men now i.aist decide Preston's pun- 
ishment. 


He also faros sentencing on related 


charges in a local civilian court.

In entering his guilty plea, Preston 


recounted how he had taken the un- 
guarded helicopter from the Fort 
Meade airfield and headed for Wash- 
ington, not knowing what he planned to 
do once he got there.

Preston said he took off after 10 min-

Unable to land and 
now pursued by aircraft above and po- 
lice cars below, Preston said he re- 
turned to the White House and set down 
in a hail of gunfire from security 
guards. 


Preston did not mention plans to 


crash into the White House, which Law- 
ton testified was only one of several 
suicide schemes that Preston conceived 
in the course of his journey. 


Preston, who has been confined since 


his arrest, told the judge he thought 
"more good carne out of it than bad," 
explaining that the ease with which he 
had stolen the quarter million dollar 
helicopter and penetrated White House 
defenses had exposed serious weak- 
nesses in security. Lawton confirmed 
that the Secret Service has revised its 
White House security procedures as a 
result of Preston's caper.

sage, To sustain him. he carried a can- 
teen of water and five sandwiches in a 
brown paper bag. 


At Le Bourget airport in Paris, 25,000 


wildly enthusiastic Frenchmen mobbed 
Lindbergh's plane as it landed. But 
characteristically, he felt it necessary 
to introduce himself. 


"I'm Charles Lindbergh," he told the 


first to reach him. 


Showered with medals and honors, 


"Lucky Lindy" came home to adula- 
tion. To promote aviation, he toured 75 
cities in what turned out to be one long 
triumphal parade. 


Later, as a goodwill ambassador to 


Latin America, Lindbergh met Anne 
Spencer Morrow, daughter of U.S. am- 
bassador to Mexico, Dwight Morrow. 
They were married on May 27, 1929. 


Seeking a measure of solitude, the 


Lindberghs took asylum in a home 
built in a secluded section of New Jer- 
sey near the village of Hopewell. It was 
here that tragedy sought out the 
couple. 


On March 1, 1932, their firstborn, 19- 


month-old Charles A. Lindbergh, Jr., 
was kidnaped from his second floor 
crib. A nation that had cheered Lindy's 
triumph five short years before, now 
found itself caught up in his grief. 


Lindbergh paid a $50,000 
ransom. 


But the baby was already dead, its 
skull shattered. A truck driver came 
across the body in a shallow grave less 
than five miles from the Lindbergh 
home on May 12, 1932. 


Bruno Richard Hauptmann, a car- 


penter, was convicted of the abduction 
in a six-week kidnap trial and was 
electrocuted on April 3, 1936. He had 


been arrested in the act of passing a 
marked $10 ransom bill, and $13,000 
additional in ransom money was found 
in his Bronx home. 


Lindbergh and his wife fled to Eng- 


land and self imposed exile. With them 
they took their second son, Jon, born 
after his brother's tragic death 


Lindbergh 
returned 
in 1939, with 


America edging closer to the European 
crisis that led to World War II. He cam- 
paigned against U.S. entry, called for a 
negotiated peace with Nazi Germam 
and argued that modern airpower pre- 
cluded any successful U.S. inter- 
vention. 


Critics demanded that Lindbergh re- 


turn the Order of the German Eagle, 
awarded him by Nazi air leader Her- 
mann Goenng. 


Eventually, President Franklin D 


Roosevelt indirectly questioned Lind- 
bergh's patriotism — denounced him 
as an appeaser and ranked him with 
skeptics who urged George Washington 
to quit at Valley Forge and North- 
erners who wanted to make peace with 
the South before the Civil War. 


As a result, Lindbergh resigned his 


commission as a colonel in the U S 
Army Air Corps reserves. Three da\s 
after the Pearl Harbor attack, he tried 
to rejoin but was blocked by Roosevelt. 


As a civilian, he quietly joined Amer- 


ican forces in the Pacific, teaching 
flight techniques to Army Air Force 
combat fliers. Lindbergh himself flew 
combat missions and shot down two 
Japanese planes. 


Lindbergh's reserve commission was 


restored after the war and he was pro- 
moted to brigadier general. 


He and his wife, in continued pursuit 


of privacy, withdrew to Damn, Conn 
He held technical posts with Trans-con- 
tinental and Western Air Transpoit 
later TWA, and Pan American World 
Airways. 


Mr?. Lindbergh was widely p . 


lished as a writer of poetry and prose 
and her husband won the 
Pulitzer- 


Prize for autobiography in 1954 for 
"The Spirit of St. Louis." 


In his later years, Lindbergh devoted 


considerable time to conservation. 


In a final public appearance on May 


14. Lindbergh resigned as a director of 
Pan American. 


A few weeks later, he entered Colum- 


bia-Presbyterian for treatment of his 
cancer. When that failed, the Lone 
Eagle made his final flight, to Hawaii.
